I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1960 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  of  Chichester, 
prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/61.  Included 
is  an  appendix  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  and  Housing  Inspector. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  with  comparative 
figures  for  1959,  are  set  out  below,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  estimated  mid-year  population  at  19,030  showed  a small  decrease  of 
30  over  the  previous  year.  (It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  time  ^ 
of  preparation  of  this  Report,  the  provisional  1961  census  figure  (as  at 
April,  1961)  gives  the  City’s  population  as  20,118). 

As  compared  .with  1959,  there  were  3 fewer  births  and  an  increase 
of  34  in  the  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  City.  The  natural  decrease  I 
(i.e.  excess  of  deaths  over  births)  was  45  (8  in  1959). 

Infantile  deaths  (under  1 year)  showed  an  increase  from  5 in 
1959  to  8 in  1960,  7 of  these  deaths  being  wlthvithe  first  4 weeks  of  life.  »

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  table  on  page  16  gives  details  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  recorded  during  the  year.  19.60  was  a year  remarkable  for  the 
very  low  incidence  of  such  diseases;,  only  48  notifications  being  received, 
of  which  puerperal  pyrexia  accounted  for  22, 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Amendment  Regulations 
1960  came  into  force  on  1st  December,  These  regulations  provide  for  the 
notification  by  medical  practitioners  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
all  cases  of  anthrax. 

Protective  vaccination  against  influenza  was  again  carried  out 
in  the  late  autumn,  125  of  the  Council's  staff  and  25  employees  of  a local 
firm  being  vaccinated. 

The  campaign  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  to 
I make  good  progress  during  the  year  and  with  the  extension  in  February  to 
all  up  to  the  age  of  40  (plus  other  special  groups),  a team  from  the 
department  visited  many  of  the  larger  firms  in  the  City  in  addition  to 
operating  at  public  sessions  at  the  Health  Centre,  By  the  end  of  March, 
nearly  800  in  the  15-25  age  group  had  received  3 injections  of 
poliomyelitis  vaccine,  whilst  some  220  in  the  26-40  group  had  had  2 
injections  by  the  end  of  June,  Further  sessions  were  held  later  in  the 
year  and  at  the  beginning  of  1961  to  complete  their  protective  vaccination. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


From  April,  1960,  the  mobile  mass  X-Ray  unit  based  at  Portsmouth 
has  visited  the  City  weekly,  being  stationed  in  the  Cattle  Market  from 
I 10  a.m.  to  10.30  a.m.  each  Tuesday,  These  facilities  have  enabled 

selected  patients  to  be  referred  for  X-Ray  examination  v/ith  the  minimum  of 
delay. 


In  addition,  the  unit  is  undertaking  a programme  of  visits  to  all 
firms  with  over  50  employees.  In  December,  at  a visit  to  "Greyf riars", 

42  of  the  Council's  staff  were  X-rayed,  all  with  satisfactory  results. 

HOUS ING 


(a)  Slum  clearance 


The  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  made  by  the  Council  in 
respect  of  the  High  Street/George  Street  etc.  clearance  area  was  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  December.  During  the 
year,  the  rehousing  took  place  of  42  families  occupying  unfit  houses 
which  the  Council  had  purchased  in  the  area.  At  the  end  of  1960,  113 
properties  in  the  area  remained  to  be  acquired  by  the  Council,  When  the 
occupants  of  these  have  been  rehoused,  the  major  portion  of  the  slum 
clearance  programme  (comprising  in  all  some  430  houses)  will  have  been 
dealt  with  - either  by  demolition,  closing  or  reconditioning. 

(By  31st  December,  1-^7  of  this  total  were  outstanding). 
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(b)  Housing  of  old  people 


The  Council’s  pilot  scheme  of  old  people’s  flats,  with 
communal  room  and  warden  services,  at  Joy’s  Croft,  St.  Pancras,  was 
completed  during  the  autumn,  the  first  flats  being  let  in  September. 

They  have  been  utilised  for  the  rehousing  of  elderly  people  displaced 
under  the  slum  clearance  programme  or  transferred  from  under-occupied 
Council  houses  and  the  remainder  allocated  to  elderly  persons  on  the 
housing  waiting  list. 

In  another  part  of  this  Report,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Inspector  refers  in  some  detail  to  this  Council’s 
contribution  towards  solving  the  problem  of  housing  the  elderly. 

There  are  6143  dwellings  in  the  City  and  of  these,  over  1500  (i.e.  more 
than  257o)  are  Council-owned.  These  latter  include  over  200  dwellings 
for  elderly  persons,  i.e.  over  127o  of  Council  property  is  suitable  for 
elderly  or  handicapped  persons.  This  proportion  of  better  than  1 in  8 
must  place  Chichester  City  as  one  of  the  most  enlightened  housing 
authorities  in  this  respect. 

It  is  here  that  the  community  faces  another  problem. 

Having  housed  our  elderly  persons,  their  further  welfare  must  be 
provided  for.  Of  necessity,  elderly  persons  have  to  face  a running-down, 
in  due  course,  of  their  physical  faculties.  The  physical  handicaps  of 
increasing  age  must  be  balanced,  not  only  by  suitable  housing,  but  by 
other  social  services  provided  by  the  more  active  members  of  the  community. 
All  elderly  persons  who  so  desire  should  be  able  to  live  their  last  years 
in  their  own  home,  surrounded  by  their  own  possessions.  The  handicaps  of 
loneliness  and  malnutrition,  which  at  present  constitute  a considerable 
social  problem,  should  not  be  the  lot  of  so  many  of  our  elderly  persons. 
To-day,  for  too  many,  the  result  of  being  unable  to  housekeep  unaided, 

is  either  squalor  or  ultimate  loss  of  independence  following  admission 

to  a home  . 


Unfortunately,  existing  legislation  makes  it  almost  impossible 
to  provide,  through  the  local  authority,  both  personal  housing  and  also 
meals,  other  than  through  the  WVS  "Meals-on-wheels"  scheme.  The  time  is 
long  overdue  when  elderly  persons  should  be  able  to  live  independent  lives 
and  to  receive,  in  addition,  adequate  domestic  help  and  one  meal  a day 
which  has  been  cooked  on  the  premises. 

The  cumbersome  and  complicated  financial  procedure  involving 
the  National  Assistance  Board,  local  housing  authorities,  local  welfare 
and  health  authorities  and  the  subsidised  voluntary  associations,  should 
be  reviewed  nationally.  Since  the  objective  should  be  to  keep  all 
elderly  persons  fit,  independent  and  active,  the  flaws  in  the  present 
system  should  be  critically  examined.  Urgent  and  immediate 
consideration  should  be  given  to  forming,  and  generously  subsidising, 
voluntary  housing  trusts  who  could  then  provide  suitable  independent 
accommodation,  with  well-cooked  meals,  to  all  income  groups.  Such 
accommodation  would  be  the  greatest  contribution  that  could  be  made  to- 
wards reducing  the  toll  of  geriatric  ill-health  which  is  proving  too 
much,  even  now,  for  our  hospital  services  and  Woman-power.  For  those 
who  wish  to  avoid  any  form  of  general  communal  living,  old  persons'  day 
and  lunch  clubs  should  be  easily  accessible,  but  the  financial  cost 
should  be  borne  by  the  nation  as  a whole,  as  is  the  National  Health 
Service  at  present.  Not  only  would  this  be  humane,  but  it  would  be 
economic  good  sense  when  we  consider  the  cost  of  maintaining  hospital 
beds .

SECTION  II 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 


AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 

Routine  enquiries  to  trace  the  source  of  infection,  etc.,  are  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  officials  immediately  on  receipt  of  a 
notification  of  infectious  disease.  Advice  is  given  to  parents  as  to  home 
nursing,  exclusion  from  schools,  etc.,  (both  of  patients  and  contacts  for 
the  prescribed  periods),  disinfection  (carried  out  where  required,  by  the 
Department’s  disinfector  either  terminally  or  on  removal  of  the  patient 
to  hospital) and  general  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

1960  was  a year  remarkable  for  the  very  low  incidence  of  infectious 
disease,  only  48  notifications  being  received,  of  which  puerperal  pyrexia 
accounted  for  22. 


POLIOmELITIS 


No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year  (there  were 
2 notifications  of  this  disease  in  1959). 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  - As  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  Report, 
active  support  was  given  to  the  campaign  to  persuade  members  of  the 
general  public  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  for  protection 
against  poliomyelitis.  From  February,  the  scheme  was  extended  to  all 
persons  up  to  the  age  of  40,  and  the  following  table  gives  details  of  the 
numbers  in  the  City  in  the  various  age  groups  who  received  protective 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  during  the  year:

DIPHTHERIA 


No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and  there  has, 
in  fact,  only  been  1 during  the  past  10  years  in  the  City. 

The  success  of  the  diphtheria  inununisation  campaign  over  the  past 
15-20  years  has  meant  the  virtual  wiping-out  of  the  disease  and  a tendency 
on  the  part  of  some  parents  to  assume  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to 
accept  the  advice  given  them  to  have  their  babies  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  When  some  have  never  seen  a case  of  the  disease,  they  are 
reluctant  to  bring  their  children  along  for  yet  another  injection.  From 
time  to  time,  however,  outbreaks  occur  throughout  the  country  amongst 
unprotected  children  (5  deaths  being  registered  in  1960  as  against  none  for 
1959)  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  serve  as  a timely  warning  that  there 
is  no  ground  for  complacency  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  nvimber  of  children  up  to  the  age 
of  14  who  received  a primary  course  of  dyphtheria  immunisation  in  the  City 
during  1960  again  showed  a rise,  from  275  in  1959  to  308.  In  addition, 

189  (as  compared  with  196  in  1959)  received  the  secondary  (reinforcing)  dose. 

MEASLES 


2 notifications  only  of  the  disease  were  received  during  1960, 
compared  with  209  in  the  preceeding  year.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 

SCARLET  FEVER 


5 cases  only  were  notified,  as  compared  with  3 in  1959.  The  disease 
was  mild  in  type  and  no  deaths  or  complications  were  reported. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

There  were  7 cases  only  during  the  year,  a considerable  reduction 
from  the  figure  of  20  recorded  in  1959.  Again  no  deaths  from  this  disease 
were  registered. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Although  11  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  in  1959,  no 
notifications  were  received  in  1960.  It  is  a matter  of  conjecture  as  to 
the  number  of  incidents  of  intestinal  upset  which  are  not  notified  and 
where  the  patient  has  "eaten  something  which  did  not  agree  with  him"  and 
recovered  after  a day  or  two.  Any  instance  of  diarrhoea  and/or  vomiting, 
with  relatively  rapid  onset  of  symptoms,  should  be  viewed  with  suspicion, 
esp>ecially  after  the  consumption  of  meat  or  meat  products,  cream,  etc., 
and  this  department  notified  without  delay,  in  order  that  investigations 
can  be  carried  out  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

DYSENTERY 

4 cases  only  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  21 
in  1959. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  all  22  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  from  a general  hospital  in  the  City,  in  which  the 
confinements  took  place.

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2 deaths  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  (1  male,  1 female) 
occurred  during  the  year.  The  male  patient  had  not  been  notified  and 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  diagnosed  after  post-mortem  examination. 

The  other  patient,  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  was  admitted  to 
hospital  and  died  from  chronic  myeloid  leukaemia.  Her  death  was  assigned 
by  the  Registrar-General  to  this  latter  cause.

2 . General  Medical  and  Dental  Services 

Under  the  National  Health  Service,  arrangements  have  been  made  locally 
by  the  National  Health  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  175  Broyle 
Road,  Chichester  (Telephone:  Chichester  2613)  for  general  medical, 
dental  and  ophthalmic  services  to  be  available  to  the  public.

Laboratory  Service 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Milton  Road, 
Portsmouth  (Telephone:  Portsmouth  22331)  undertakes  all  routine 
bacteriological  work  for  this  department,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  efficient  service  and  helpful  and 
willing  co-operation  afforded  by  the  Medical  Director,  Dr.  K.E.  Hughes 
and  his  staff. 

A daily  collection  by  road  enables  specimens  to  reach  the  laboratory 
from  Chichester  with  the  minimum  of  delay.

The  appointment  of  a virologist  to  the  laboratory  has  enabled  more 
extensive  investigations  into  virus  diseases  to  be  undertaken,  and 
has  been  of  very  considerable  assistance  in  the  diagnosis  of 
poliomyelitis  cases. 

4.  Ambulance  Facilities 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  operates,  from  its  new  headquarters 
in  Chichester,  an  ambulance  service  covering  a wide  area  of  the 
City  and  the  surrounding  districts,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  (the  West  Sussex  County  Council).  In  addition,  they  are 
responsible  for  the  Hospital  Car  Service. 

5.  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  following  services  are  provided  in  the  City  by  the  West  Sussex 
County  Council: - 

(a)  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

A staff  of  general  district  nurses,  midwives  and  health  visitors 
(who  also  act  as  school  nurses)  is  employed.  Domiciliary  Midwifery 
and  Nursing  Services  are  available  to  all  who  require  them. 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  weekly  on  Thursday  (all  day)  at  the 
Health  Centre,  Chapel  Street.  Relaxation  classes  for  expectant 
mothers,  which  were  Inaugurated  in  1948,  have  continued  to  be  popular 
and  are  held  weekly  bn  the  same  day. 

Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  (on  Tuesday, and  Friday 
afternoons). 
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(c)  School  Clinics 


In  addition  to  a Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  held  weekly  at  the  Health 
Centre,  the  following  special  clinics  are  in  operation:- 

Aural,  Child  Guidance,  Eye,  Orthopaedic  and  Speech  Therapy. 

(d)  Home  Help  Service 

The  W.V.S.  has  undertaken  the  organisation  of  the  Home  Help  Service 
and  arrangements  for  the  assistance  of  a home  help  can  be  made 
through  the  Area  Organiser  in  the  City. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  immunisation 

(i ) Smallpox 

Vaccination  is  undertaken  by  general  practitioners  at  their 
surgeries,  the  County  Council  paying  a fee  for  the  record  of  the 
vaccination.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  voluntary,  and  the  present 
low  level  of  protection  in  this  country  gives  rise  to  some  concern 
at  a time  when  the  disease  can  be  quickly  and  easily  introduced  by 
air  travellers  from  countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic. 

(ii ) Poliomyelitis 


Facilities  are  now  available  for  children,  young  adults  and 
expectant  mothers  to  receive  this  protective  inoculation,  either  by 
one  of  the  County  Medical  Staff  or  by  their  own  doctor. 

(iii)  Diphtheria 


Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  carried  out  either  at  the 
Health  Centre  or  by  the  family  doctor. 

(iv)  Tuberculosis 


B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children  aged  13  and  over,  on  a 
general  basis,  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  1956. 

6.  Other  Facilities: - 

(a)  Family  Planning 


A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  now  held  at  the  Health  Centre  on  the 
1st  and  3rd  Fridays  in  each  month,  from  7.00  - 8.00  p.m. 

(b)  Venereal  Disease 


A clinic  is  held  on  Wednesday  evenings  at  St.  Richard's  Hospital, 
Chichester.  Additional  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities  are 
available  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Portsmouth,  and  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

(c)  Nursing  Homes 


Tliere  are  2 Nursing  Homes  in  the  City  registered  by  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council  under  Section  187,  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  accommodation  available  is  for  8 medical  or  chronic  sick  patients 
at  the  first,  and  for  9 chronic  medical  patients  at  the  second.

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 


(a)  Section  47  - Removals : Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 


During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  the 
accelerated  procedure  provided  for  under  the  Acts  to  secure  the 
compulsory  removal,  under  a magistrate's  order,  of  an  old  man  of  84 
who  was  living  on  his  own  and  needing  urgent  care  and  attention. 

He  at  first  refused  to  enter  the  ambulance  sent  to  take  him  to 
hospital  but  he  was  eventually  admitted  to  a general  hospital  for 
rehabilitation.  He  was  subsequently  seen  by  a consultant  psychatrist 
and  transferred  to  another  hospital  for  treatment. 

I drew  attention  in  my  Report  for  1959  to  the  increasing 
problems  of  our  aging  population  and  to  the  measures  being  taken  to 
cope  with  them,  including  the  emphasis  on  special  types  of 
accommodation. 

(b)  Section  50  - Assisted  Burials 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  1 burial  under  this 
section  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 
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SECTION  IV 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  following  report  on  the  City's  water  supply  for  the  year  1960 
is  supplied  by  Mr.  A.N.  Burgess,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager: - 

(i ) Sources  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results 

The  public  v/ater  supply  to  the  City,  derived  from  the  Corporation's 
wells,  boreholes  and  adits  at  Fishbourne  and  Funtington,  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

Apart  from  the  supply  of  water  to  premises  in  the  City,  water  was 
also  supplied  and  distributed  by  the  Corporation  in  fifteen  parishes  in 
the  Chichester  Rural  District,  and  a bulk  supply  was  afforded  to  the  Selsey 
Water  Company,  for  distribution  by  that  undertaking. 

The  raw  waters  were  free  from  any  tendency  tov;ards  plumbosolvent 
action.  They  underv/ent  continous  purification  before  being  pumped  either 
directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into  the  storage  reservoir  at 
Lavant. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  supply  was  derived  from  the  Funtington  Water- 
works where  the  treatment  consisted  in  the  application  of  the  minimum 
quantities  of  Chlorine  and  Ammonia  to  ensure  a normal  Chloramine  residual 
in  the  distribution  system.  The  average  chlorine  dose  was  0.15  part  per 
million. 

The  remainder  of  the  supply  was  from  the  Fishbourne  Waterworks  where 
the  treatment  consisted  in  the  application  of  a comparatively  large  dose 
of  Chlorine  (one  part  per  million)  followed,  after  a brief  contact  period, 
firstly  by  Sulphur  Dioxide  (a  dechlorinating  agent)  and  secondly  by 
Ammonia,  in  quantities  sufficient  to  leave  a normal  Chloramine  residual 
in  the  water. 

Routine  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  were  collected  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratories,  London,  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analysis.  The  results  are  summarised  below: - 

Funtington  Source 

Twenty-five  samples  of  Funtington  raw  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  samples  were  of  a high  standard  of 
bacterial  purity,  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes. 

. T 

One  sample  of  raw  water  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis.  It  had 
a total  hardness  of  210  p.p.m.  of  which  30  parts  were  non-carbonate  or 
permanent  hardness.  The  sample  was  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  free  from  metals,  contained  no  excess  of 
mineral  constituents  and  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

Fishbourne  Source 


Twenty-seven  samples  of  Fishbourne  raw  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  were 
present  in  twenty-four  samples,  thirteen  of  which  contained  Bacillus  Coli 
Type  1. 
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Fishbourne  Source  (continued) 


One  sample  of  raw  water  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis.  It  had 
a total  hardness  of  255  p.p.m.  of  which  25  parts  were  non-carbonate  or 
permanent  hardness.  The  sample  was  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  free  from  metals,  contained  no  excess  of 
mineral  constituents  and  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

Tap  Water 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  treated  water  from  consumer's  premises 
(eleven  in  the  City  and  sixteen  in  the  Rural  District)  and  twenty-five 
samples  from  the  Fishbourne  delivery  main  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  samples  were  of  a satisfactory  bacterial  purity,  whole- 
some in  character,  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

One  sample  of  tap  water  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis.  It  had 
a total  hardness  of  215  p.p.m.  and  was  generally  of  similar  characteristics 
to  the  Funtington  raw  water. 

(ii)  Staff 


All  workmen  employed  in  the  Water  Department  are  submitted  to  the 
appropriate  medical  test  at  the  time  of  engagement,  and  annually  there- 
after. 

(iii)  Houses  and  Population  supplied  from  the  Public  Water  Mains 

During  the  year  343  premises  were  connected  to  the  public  water  mains, 
123  being  in  the  City  area  and  220  in  the  Chichester  Rural  District. 

(iv)  Houses  not  on  mains  supply  of  water 


There  is  only  1 house  in  the  City  deriving  its  water  supply  from  a 
well;  there  is  very  little  prospect  of  providing  these  isolated  premises 
with  a piped  supply  of  town's  water  until  the  public  mains  are  extended. 

2 . Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of 
main  drainage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water), 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  being  situated  at  Apuldram,  2^  miles  to  the 
South-West  from  Chichester  Cross. 

During  1960,  the  extensive  scheme  of  reconstruction  (involving 
modernisation  and  enlargement)  of  the  Sewage  Works  was  completed. 

3 . Closet  Accommodation 

Water  closets  form  the  chief  method  of  disposal  but  there  are  206 
houses  in  the  City  in  unsewered  areas,  with  cesspool  drainage. 

4.  Public  Cleansing 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  and  offices  in  the  main  streets 
twice  weekly.  For  domestic  refuse  and  salvage  a weekly  collection  is 
operated,  disposal  being  at  the  Corporation's  controlled  tip  at  Quarry  Lane 
where  a programme  of  in-filling  of  disused  gravel  pits  is  under  way. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily  and  the  problem  of  staffing  has 
been  overcome  by  the  introduction  of  a mechanical  sweeper  which  is  providing 
a speedy  and  efficient  service. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  by  mechanical  means,  4 free  emptyings  being 
allowed  each  year.  During  1960,  the  cesspool/gulley-emptying  vehicle 
carried  out  440  emptyings  of  cesspools. 
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5. 


Smoke  Abatement 


Several  complaints  were  received,  mostly  of  a minor  character. 
The  cause  was  almost  exclusively  due  to  the  use  of  grades  of  fuel  for 
which  the  apparatus  was  not  designed  and/or  inefficient  stoking,  etc. 
Seven  inspections  were  made  under  this  category  during  the  year. 

6.  Camping  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  City  licensed  for  regular  use. 
1 application  for  a licence  to  station  a moveable  dwelling  temporarily 
in  the  City  was  received  during  1960,  and  17  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  the  unauthorised  use  of  land  by  caravan  owners. 

7.  Offensive  Trades 


The  offensive  trades  in  the  City  include: - 

One  Fellmonger. 

Three  Rag  and  Bone  dealers. 

No  nuisances  were  reported  regarding  these  trades. 

8.  Shops 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  Shops'  Inspector  (part-time),  working  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  department. 

9 . Domestic  Servants  Registry  Offices 

There  are  two  Domestic  Servants  Registry  Offices  in  the  City  and  5 
visits  were  made  during  the  year  under  review.  No  complaints  were 
received. 

10.  Houses  let  in  Lodgings 

2 visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

11.  Common  Lodgings  Houses 

No  common  lodging  houses  are  now  registered  in  the  City. 

12.  Public  Mortuary 

A public  mortuary  situated  in  Spitalfield  Lane  is  maintained  by 
the  Corporation  and  facilities  are  available  for  the  holding  of  post 
mortem  examinations. 

Minor  works  of  improvement  (lighting,  heating  and  washing  facilities) 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  to  make  an  early 
start  on  the  installation  of  refrigerated  storage  equipment  and  structural 
alterations  to  provide  improved  viewing,  waiting  and  unloading  facilities. 

An  agreement  exists  between  the  Corporation  and  the  Chichester  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  reception  of  bodies  from  their  area. 

During  1960,  55  bodies  were  admitted  as  follows

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 


A total  of  283  houses  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  end  of  1960  of  the 
430  listed  as  unfit  for  occupation  in  the  present  programme. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  during  the  year  in  respect  of  two  Clearance 
Areas  comprising  155  dwelling  houses  and/or  shops  in  the  Somerstown  area 
and  confirmation  was  obtained  in  December.  The  Council  had  decided  to 
proceed  by  means  of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  and  with  the  inclusion  of 
additional  land  surrounded  by  or  adjoining  the  Clearance  Areas,  an  8-acre 
site  will  be  ready  for  redevelopment  during  1962. 

By  the  end  of  1960,  the  Council  had  already  acquired  70  properties 
and  rehoused  40  families. 

Rehousing 

Council  building  provided  87  units  of  accommodation  during  the  year, 
whilst  relets  numbered  18  (the  lowest  for  many  years).  Of  the  houses 
available  for  letting,  33  went  to  slum  clearance  tenants  and  the  remainder 
to  applicants  on  the  general  watlng  list. 

The  whole  of  the  Council's  building  programme  is  devoted  to  either 
rehousing  tenants  from  slum  clearance  areas  or  to  provide  special 
accommodation  for  the  elderly. 

Special  Accommodation  for  the  Elderly 

Completed  during  the  year  was  a group  of  old  persons  flatlets 
provided  with  central  heating  and  warden  services  comprising:  - 30  single, 

3 double  and  4 self-contained  flatlets.  These  have  proved  most  successful 
and  further  similar  schemes  are  planned. 

There  was  an  initial  resistance  to  this  type  of  accommodation  from 
some  old  folk.  Two  flats  therefore  were  opened  for  inspection  prior  to 
final  completion.  This  went  a long  way  towards  removing  any  lingering 
doubts  among  would-be  tenants  but  it  was  not  until  after  the  Joint  wardens 
took  up  their  duties  and  the  flatlets  were  let  and  working  smoothly  that 
the  last  misgivings  were  finally  dispersed. 

In  my  opinion,  success  in  a venture  of  this  character  is  lat^ely 
dependent  upon  the  personalities  of  the  warden  and  his  wife,  to  whom  the 
residents  look  for  assistance  whenever  things  go  wrong  or  they  feel  ill  or 
depressed. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  I was  asked  to  present  a paper  upon 
an  aspect  of  "Old  People's  Housing"  to  a conference  at  Caxton  Hall, 
sponsored  by  the  Housing  Centre  Trust.  Extracts  from  this  paper  are  repeated 
below: - 

"The  1951  census  showed  that  West  Sussex  had  25%  more  old  people  than 

the  national  average,  and  the  1961  census  will  probably  increase  this  excess 
to  30%  
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The  problem  of  housing  for  the  elderly  must  be  approached  from  the 
point  of  view  of  preventive  geriatrics.  The  type  of  housing  at  present  in  i 
use  by  old  people  is  not  only  structurally  and  architecturally  unsuitable,  | 
but  it  also  results  in  a considerable  number  of  old  people  being  admitted 
to  the  geriatric  wards  of  local  hospitals,  who  in  other  circumstances  1 

need  not  have  deteriorated  in  health  , , , , , , 

It  is  now  obvious  that  the  hospital  organisation  will  never  be 
sufficiently  staffed  to  deal  with  the  increasingly  aged  population  living 
under  present  housing  arrangements.  Part  III  accommodation  is  a 
Dickensian  anachronism,  the  only  justification  for  which  is  to  provide  for 
handicapped  persons  unable  to  care  for  themselves.  No  fit  person,  whatever 
their  age,  should  have  to  surrender  such  a degree  of  personal  liberty  , , . . . 

The  problem  is  so  vast  that  it  can  only  be  solved  by  keeping, old  peop,» 
well  in  their  own  homes  until  nature  steps  in  with  a terminal  illness". 

Every  opportunity  must  continue  to  be  taken  in  future  building 
programmes  to  ensure  that  our  housing  accommodation  fully  meets  the  needs 
of  the  elderly  both  in  design  and  variety  of  types.

With  very  few  exceptions  none  of  these  applicants  has  a separate  home 
of  his  own,  and  the  figure  in  brackets  indicates  the  number  with  families.

Estate  Amenities 

All-night  parking  of  cars  on  estate  roads  is  still  an  urgent  problem  i 
that  requires  immediate  attention.  The  Council  have  already  provided  lock- 
up garages  and  more  are  planned.  Much  more,  however,  needs  to  be  done  to 
get  cars  off  the  street.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  providing  car- 
port type  open-fronted  garages  on  suitable  sites,  and  hard  standings  where 
possible. 

Garages  and  parking  spaces  are  badly  needed  on  or  adjacent  to  pre-war 
estates  which,  unlike  those  built  since  the  war,  have  no  provisions  for 
garaging  cars. 
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Under-Occupation 


Following  the  remarks  made  in  this  connection  last  year,  the  Council 
have  nov/  made  a new  condition  of  tenancy  in  which  the  right  is  reserved 
to  require  a tenant  to  move  to  more  suitable  premises  provided  by  the 
Council,  should  the  tenant's  family  decrease. 

During  the  year,  31  transfers  were  effected  to  remedy  under- 
occupation. 

Modernisation  of  Pre-War  Council  Houses 


Up  to  the  end  of  1960  the  scheme  to  modernise  481  pre-war  Council 
houses  had  not  been  commenced.  As  pointed  out  last  year,  these  houses 
are  fast  becoming  a liability  and  urgent  steps  must  be  taken  to  inaugurate 


and  speedily  complete  the  work.

Improvement  Grants  - Housing  Act,  1949  (as  amended) 

During  1960|  47  applications  for  Improvement  grants  were  received, 
of  which  43  were  approved  (15  discretionary  and  28  standard  grants). 

The  average  approved  expenditure  in  the  case  of  discretionary  grants 
was  £271  per  dwelling  (on  which  a 50%  grant  was  made).  In  the  case  of 
standard  grants,  the  average  grant  paid  was  £129  per  dwelling.  Since 
1949,  140  applications  for  Improvement  grants  have  been  approved. 

Whenever  an  enquiry  for  a grant  is  made  an  Inspection  is  carried  out 
by  officers  of  this  department  who  advise  the  applicant  and  Inform  him  of 
what  additional  works  of  repair  are  required  to  bring  the  premises  up  to 
the  necessary  standard. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Food  Hygiene 

There  continues  to  be  a steady  Improvement  in  the  general  standard 
of  food  shops.  Small  shop-keepers  are  at  last  becoming  aware  of  the  need 
to  improve  their  premises  if  they  are  to  compete  successfully  with  the 
large  retailers.  This  is  most  evident  where  new  proprietors  have  taken 
over  existing  businesses  and  carried  out  extensive  Improvements  and 
modernisation  that  would  never  have  been  contemplated  by  their  former 
owners. 


Ice  Cream 


At  31st  December,  1960,  74  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  and 
storage  of  ice  cream. 

The  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations 
make  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  by  small  producers  uneconomical.  All  the 
ice  cream  sold  in  the  City,  with  one  exception,  where  a "Complete  cold  mix" 
is  used,  is  produced  by  large  manufacturing  wholesalers,  and  most  ot  It  is 
retailed  in  the  manufacturer's  packages. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 


The  100%  Inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  two  slaughter- 
houses in  the  City  Involves  a considerable  amount  of  overtime,  since  the 
throughput  for  1960  exceeded  79,000  animals.  This  figure,  however,  shows 
a reduction  of  some  3,500  over  the  previous  year.  5,000  fewer  pigs  were 
slaughtered  but  there  were  Increases  in  the  numbers  of  other  carcases 
Inspected. 
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Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection  (contlimed) 


The  effects  of  the  scheme  for  eradicating  tuberculosis  in  cattle 
are  now  very  obvious.  Of  cattle  slaughtered  during  the  year,  0.56%  only 
were  fouild  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis,  .compared  with  0.75%  the 
previous  year.  The  incidence  of  other  diseases  still  necessitates  the 
condemnation  of  a considerable  amount  of  meat.  Of  the  total  kill,  only 
approximately  5%  is  for  local  consumption,  the  bulk  being  sent  to  Portsmouth 
Bristol,  Lxjndon  and  the  Midlands.  , 

Salmonellae  Investigation  ’ 

During  the  year,  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  carried  out  | 
further  investigations  into  the  Increased  incidence  of  salmonellae  infectioiij 
This  department  again  co-operated  in  the  work  carried  out  at  a local  1 

slaughterhouse.  Sewer  swabs,  meat  products  and  animal  feeding  stuff  were  i 
submitted  for  examination,  6 types  of  salmonellae  being  Isolati^  from  sewer ! 
swabs . 

j 

Faecal  contamination  of  carcases  and  lack  of  hygienic  standards  of  ' 
dressing  undoubtedly  produces  a serious  salmonellae  hazard  which  it  is  1 

hoped  the  new  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  when  fui:^  implemented,  i 
will  mitigate. 

The  practice  of  killing  sick  animals  in  abattoirs  handling  meat  for 
hximan  consumption  is  obviously  undesirable  and  should  be  prohibited. 

There  seems  little  point  in  observing  hygiene  standards  in  salughter-: 
houses  when  diseased  dog  meat  can  still  be  taken  into  the  home  unsterilized.

Raw  Milk 

No  raw  milk  is  sold  by  retail  in  the  City  except  a comparatively  smaL 
quantity  of  farm-bottled  tuberculin-tested  milk. 

West  Sussex  since  1st  October,  1957,  has  been  a fully-attested  area 
under  the  eradication  plan  which  is  intended  to  eliminate  progressively 
tuberculosis  from  cattle  throughout  the  country.
